The  Marginal  Words  may 
serve  as  a pattern  for  copying  as  well  as  for  matching  exercises 
and  word  games. 

A major  purpose  of  Workbook  instruction  at  the  first-reader 
level  is  the  development  of  meaning  and  mastery  of  the  basic 
vocabulary.  Practice  in  word  recognition  is  provided  through- 
out the  Workbook.  To  aid  transfer  of  learning,  the  new  words 
are  always  practised  in  new  context.  All  the  new  words  pre- 
sented in  the  First  Reader  and  the  known  words  from  the  Pre- 
Primer  and  Primer  levels  are  repeated  five  times  or  more.
